Collonel Charles Churchill ſignaliz'd 
nimſelf at Hochſtet, by forcing with his 
Battallion Three French Regiments in- 
to a Moraſs, who were not able to re- 
{1ſt his bold Attack, ſo that many of 
them were deſtroy'd or taken Pri- 
ſoners. | 


THE Right Honourable James Camp- 
bel, Lieutenant Collonel, at the laſt Bat- 
tle gave ſignal Proofs of his undaunted 
Courage, which no Attacks of the Enc- 
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my could ſhock; for having penetrated 
the French Army, he return'd back to 
the Allies, and again briskly Charg'd 
the Enemy. | 


Lieutenant General Ingolsby's Merit has 
prefer'd him to the chief Command of 
Her MajesTy's Forces in Ireland. At 
Haoclſtet he acted with great Intrepidity 
and fingular Courage. When Governor of 
Ghent, he behav'd himſelf with all imagi- 
* nable Prudence. He's a compleat Soldier, 
+ underſtanding exactly the Diſcipline of 
War; his eaſy Method of Exerciſin 
Which he taught the Foot, has Pur 
his Excellency a laſting Reputation. 


Lieutenant General Mithers deſerves to 
be honourably mention'd here, who from 
his Infancy has practis'd the Military 
Art, having ſignaliz'd his Conduct and 
Courage in all the remarkable Actions 
of the War; particularly in bravely Lead- 
ing on the Troops at the Seige of Tourna). 
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SIR 'Triſtrim Dillizzdon Collonel of the 
Foot Guards, and a Member of the Ho- 
nourable Houle of Comm oNs, gave 
ſignal Proofs of his undaunted 8 
at the laſt Battle near Aſons, where he 
ingag'd as a Voluntier, being willing to 
ſhare in the Glory of that memorable 
Day. He vigoroully Attack'd the Ene- 
my, being not in the leaſt ſhock'd with 
the many honourable Wounds he re- 
ceived, whoſe Marks he ſtill bears. 


Collonel Panto at the laſt Battle 
Commanded a Squadron of General Lam- 
leys Horſe, where his admirable Beha- 
viour - gain'd him juſt Applauſe; he 
charg'd the Enemy's Horſe with undaunt- 
ted Bravery, tho' the French were far ſu— 
perior to the number of his Horſe. Here 
his Courage and Intrepidity were re- 


markable; and altho? his Attack was not 


without a conliderable loſs of Men, yet it 
very much redounded to the Glory and 
Honour of the Bri#ifh Arms, he and his 
OHcers couragioully forcing their way 
through the Enemy.

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THE Right Honeurable Lord Lam- 
ley, behav*d himſelf at the laſt Battle with 
equal Briskneſs and Reſolution, ſhowing

For the High and Mighty 
States of Holland have declar'd his 
Worth, in rewarding his Knowledge of 
Military Affairs, having an intire Con- 
fidence in him, altho* a Foreigner, in 
conferring upon him Poſts of the high- 
eſt Station. 
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THE moſt Serene Prince Eugene 
of Savoy has by his many Glorious Vi- 
Qories, before the Commencement of this 
War, conſecrated his Fame to all Ages. 


His Merit, not Favour, has promoted 


his Grandeur. The French King in not 
putting a due value upon his Worth, has 
more reaſon to repent of it than the He- 
ro himſelf. Fance once ſcorn'd his Sword, 
but has ſince felt its heavy Strokes, re- 
lenting that it ſhould in the leaſt have 
diſoblig'd his Martial Spirit. This Emi- F 
nent General never feels greater Tran- Þ 
ſports of Joy, than when poſted at the F 
Head of an Army ready for Battle. Be- 
fore an Ingagement he ſedately contrives 
thoſe Deſigns, which he isafterwards ve- 
ry eager to put in a vigorous Execution. 
This Generaliſſimo of the Imperial Forces 
has perform'd ſignal Services for the Ho- 
nour and Advantage of the Empire, both 
in the War againſt the Ottoman Port and 
the French. With what Cclerity did his 
Highneſs relieve his Couſin the Duke of 
Savoy, who was very nigh being ſwallow- 
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ed up by his Enemies? Whom his Excel- 
lency oblig'd to retire to the other fide of 
the Alps, and abandon the Conquelts of 
trend Campagnes. The publick Good 
of the Service he is ingag*d in makes the 
ſame Impreſſion upon his Princely andGe- 
nerous Soul, as private Intereſt commonly 
does upon others, bravely ſtrugling with 
many Difficulties and Diſadvantages. He 
is not only Liberal, but Profuſe in ex- 
pending his private Fortune, for promo- 
ting the Benefit of the Allies. He is the 
Darling of the Soldiers, who are refreſh'd 
by his Bounty, when ever Penury in- 
commodes them. He ſets a high value 
upon Merit, which he not only admires, 
but remunerates, always advancing Men 
of Valor. The Imperial Army 1s whol- 
ly at his Devotion, which follows this Ge- 
nerous Prince wherever he ventures his 
Perſon, which 1s at all times to be found 
in the hotteſt of the Action. What large 
Territories, what fortify'd Towns, have 
been conquer'd by him? What Cities 
have been preſerv'd by his early Precau- 
tion ? Whar innumerable Battles gain'd ? 
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Defeats prevented? What noble Retreats 
made? All which have been effected by h's 
admirable Skill in Military Affairs. He no 
ſooner views the Enemy's Army, but 
(as if immediately inſpir'd from Hea- 
ven) can give an exact Plan of their De- 
ſigns, and very Thoughts, and as dexte- 
rouſly puts his own Conceptions in Exe- 
cution. His great Soul compaſſes every 
thing in the exerciſe of its refin'd Rea- 
ſon. In a word, His Lite is but one Glo- 
rious Scene of Generous and Magnani- 
mous Actions. This Nation has intire 
Confidence in his Conduct and Valor. 
and heartily advanc'd a conſiderable 
Sum for the Service of the Emperor, be- 
cauſe it was to be Imploy'd under the 
Management of Prince Eugene. 
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IT would be endleſs to enumerate 
the Characters of all the Generals and 
Officers that have aſſiſted in this War. 
There are many Gallant Perſonages, 
whoſe Actions have been Memorable, 
and may juſtly claim a ſhare in the 

Glory 
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Glory of themany Victories that have 
been obtain'd. Theſe Martial Spirits 
have fought with great Courage, indea- 
vouriug to outſhine one another in Reſo- 
lution and Greatneſs of Soul. 


THE laſt Battle near Aſons was ve- 
ry Noble and Glorious in all its Circum- 
ſtances. It will be reckon'd one of the 
oft ſignal Exploits of War, being a 
rare Inſtance how far Courage can go, 
bnd what Brave Men well led on can per- 
form. The French had vaſtly the Ad- 
vantage of the Place, having thrown 
down Trees, rais'd Breaſt-works, and 
Block'd up all Paſſages that they might 
be ſafe from the Attack of our Horſe. 
The Signal was no ſooner given, than 
bur Army ruſh'd violently upon the 
nemy's Works, aſſailing rather a forti- 
Id Town, than an Enemy in the open 
eld. Whereas our Men lay expos'd 
vithout Fence, who being galPd from 
he Wood, by Shot coming from unſeen 
ands, were by this warm Reception 
ometimes oblig'd to give Way. *

the fierceneſs of the Battle was often 
renew'd by the Courage of their Lead. 

ers, whenever that of the Soldiers be Th 
gan to Flag. They preſs'd on with 
their utmoſt Vigor, and advanc'd with An 
Bayonet in Hand, their Valor ſupph - 
ing the want of a Defence. A Zeal foi, 
the common Cauſe of Europe, infpiri 
them with Reſolution, raiſing the 80 
diers Spirits, which appear'd invinc 
ble. Our Army relying upon the Braverj 
and Conduct of their General, which hac 
never faiPd of Succeſs, attack'd the Ene 
my in the very Center of their Strength 
which the Freach Marſhals thought not 
to be ſurmounted, by reaſon of the ma 
ny artificial Intrenchments which wer 
ſtrongly barracado'd. This ſmart Con 
flict, and obſtinate Attack, forc'd tht 
French to relinquiſh their Camp, and 


leave the Field of Victory to the AllieY 1g; 
no Reſſiſtance or Diſadvantage bein the 
capable to withſtand them. The Cont the 
derate Forces had the Honour to Con for 
quer, but not without ſuſtaining con Th 
iderable Loſs ; becauſe they would N tha 
the 
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cher die than give way to thoſe Arms, 
Jover which they had ſo often triumph'd. 
The Incounter tho? ſharp and bloody, 
yet greatly added to the Glory of the 
Alles, and prevented the ſuccouring of 
ons; being a convincing Proof that the 
Enemy is not able to raiſe the Seige of 
Places we inveſt, but oblig'd to fly be- 
fore our invincible Arms. This Action 
plainly diſcovers, that our Armies can 
Jorce the French either to fight or to fly, 
being ſuperior to all Difficulties; and 
that no ſtrong Holds can prevent their pe- 
netrating into France, which muſt at laſt 
force the Enemy to comply with ſuch 
Terms as Her MAJEST and Her 
Allies ſhall propoſe. 


MIN the laſt place, let us not forget 
u thoſe Noble Heroes and Prodigies of Va- 
lor, who in aiming to ſurpaſs one ano- 
ther in Bravery, devoted their Lives to 
the Publick Service, fighting valiantly 
for the Reſtoration of Exrope's Liberties. 
Their Relations may comfort themſelves, 
that tho? their Bodies are Interred in
